A CEZVSUS JEVEKY i'lYE "TEARS.
General Walker, Superintendent of the

Census Bureau, in a report lately mads to
the Inteiior Department, advises ihat here-

after the census be taken every five years.
This is a good suggestion. No industrial
statistics were collected by a law of Con-

gress before the ceusus of 1840; and public
opinion lias been slow to appreciate the
value of information of tins kind. If an an-

nual census were taken, and the expense
subtracted from the sum appropriated to
support the army and navy, it would hardly
be missed. Statistics relating to agriculture,
mining, manufactures, inland and foreign
commerce, supplies that kind of knowledge
which is the nation'3 greatest power:

There is now, unavoidably, too much
guess work in the scattered statistics of the
Agricultural Department. Give this im-

portant branch of the public service a
painstaking enumeration of .the crops
raised, and acres sown and planted, of
cows milked and yield of milk, butter and
cheese, of sheep and pounds cf wool, etc,
otc, every five years, and from these data
and information as now collected, it will be
able to make yearly and monthly reports
more trcstworthy and instructive. There
ic liftlrt Hmrrar' lliof rrrcici r!?lll nnljnpf.

AMXU1CAX CHEESE FACTORIES.
The succes that his followed the jising

of ; rasj, and converting into cheese, on tha
co operative principle, presents facts which
every business mm ought to study. Be--1

re the factory system was adopted, Amer-
ce 1 farmers were able to export only a mil-

lion pounds of cheese a year. Now, cheese
factories alone produce two hundred and

f y million pounds, of which sixty millions
ate exported. These facts show all farmers

'jd other business men what a a mall im-

ps vement in agriculture can do for the
benefit of all consumers everywhere, and
for American trade and commerce. It is

tlirea limes more profitable to transform
our grass into cheese than into beef.

After the calf Is born it takes two or three
years before his carcass is ready for market,
TSi h gyml grazing. The sms grass con-

sumed by a dairy cow would havo yielded
about one thousand poand3 of cheese in
two yeire. In Tennessee, this cheese
would bring as much as four good steers.
In Tanning, time is money. The grass
that grows one day is converted into milk
the next day, and while wanu from the
udder, is coagulated into cheese curds, and
soo;i ready to at and for sale.

The r.iw miterial that forms grass is
mostly air and water. This abundant
plan: the cow, rightly managed,
change common water ami air into nutri
tious food for man both quicker and cheap
er than any other viul forces kDown.

Estimated by its organized blood-form-i- n'

aoLS.ituents, grass thu s rapidly chang-

ed into milk aud cheese, is the most econo
ruicil food that the two hundred million
laboring people in Europe can consume.
In this concentrated form, our Tennessee
grars is worth from ten to fifteen cents a
p.rtind for human food the world over.
Stillborn farmers have yet to learn the art
of supplying mankind with cheap and first-cUs- j'

provisions, improve their landed
ostites, aud build up independent fortunes
for thiir families and their country. In the
neighborhood where the writer practiced
medicine forty-si- x years ago the milk of
twanty-tw- o hundrtd cows is made into
cheese in a factory.

Every acre of land has increased in value

from five to ten fold by this factory which

turns cut about one hundred large cheeses

a day.
It is f --r better to raise grass for European

A practical breeder gives tho following

advice, which, in the main, we think
sound for those whose herds are not too
large, and who are engaged In mixed hus-
bandry: "To handle hogs to the best ad-

vantage, a pasture is needed of green grass-
es clover, blue glass, aud timothy and it
is best if there is no running water or
stock ponds in the lot. Hogs do better
where there'are no.stock ponds or branch-
es to wallow In. 'Tn - place thereof, have
good well ..water pumped for them. Have
troughs made, and hail strips across eight
inches apart to keep the hogs from lying
down in the water, and let these hogs be
put on floors to keep them frooi digging up
wallowing holes, if any feed be given, it
should be soaked in swill barrels for twelve
hours before feeding no longer and fed
them as drink."

BAT.PBOOF CORN .CR1I!.
A correspondent of tho Cincinnati Ga-

zette gives the following directions for mak-
ing a rat-pro- corn crib: Let the four cor-
ner posts be eight inches square; frame the
sills which are to support tha floor of the
corn crib into the posts, at a distance of
two feet from the lower end. Before put-
ting the frame together, taper the lower
ends of the posts for the distance of two
feet, so that at the very bass the post shall
be only four inches square. Now, when
tho frame is set up, let these posts, also
stand on tapered rocks. If the. crib needs
more than these four posts to bear up the
corn that will be pat into it, make les like
the lower portions of these posts, and set
these less under the sills, and put boards
on the floor, jnakipg the la'ter tight, and
which will be about three feet from the
ground. Have the door made tight, aud
keep it'shut, and no rats will getliito your
crib.

OVEttGttOWN KOOi
There is not one single advantage to be

claimed in favor of big hogs. There never
was a monster hog which did not make tho
man who raised him pay for every pound
ho weighed. They d j not furnish an ounce
of meat gratis, but charge full price for
every atom of their carcass. "When slaugh
tared, it takes a long-tim- e to get one cool to
the marrow in the bone, and then when the
hams are put in salt, it is troublesome to
finish them to the centre. Four hundred
live weight is as Iarg9 as hogs should be in
order to make good bacon. Beyond this
size there is a loss somewhere. Either the
feeder, butcher or consumer is cheated, and
as a general thing, every one who has any-
thing to do with the big hog will find, if ho
observes closely, that they are not so profit-
able as the smooth, nice hog of only 350
pounds weight. A small head, with little,
upright ears, and les and cars delicate to
perfection, are marks which indicate the
greatest amount of food consumed; and it
will always draw more readily the attention
of every butcher. Hartford Times.

Effects of the Horso Disease TUe
Work of Ferrretlag Oat Illegal Vo-tla-e

Philadelphia, Nov. 4. The horse dis-

ease known as 'Epizooty," "Ga9troerysipo-latous,- "

"Hippozymosis," 'lEquinal Mur-
rain," and HippDtyphoid-laryn?itis,- " ap-

pealed in our city on Sunday last, since
which time it has steadily Increased until
at the present time nearly every borso in the
city and vicinity are more or less affected
by it, Oa Saturday it had increased to
such an extent as to seriously Interfere
with business, and the diminished number
of cars on the street railroads was very ap-

parent to the most casual observer.
The symptoms of the disease are a dry

cough, weeping from the eyes, an offensive
discharge from the nostrils, a disinclination
for food, chilliness, etc., followed by symp-
toms of general debility. Iu most case3
the animals are able to work a short time
after the attack, but in the case of weaker
horses the prostrating effects arc instantly
observed often causing tha horsa to fall in
the traces.

For the benefit of your readers who have J

horses I will give a few of the methods or
treatment which have been found most
successful in this city. The stable should
be thoroughly cleaned and whitewashed,
and carbolic acid or a mixture of potter's
clay, lima and copperas used as a disinfect-
ant. Tar is also burned in a number of
stables with very gooa results. The horses
should bo liberally fed with corn, hay and
chop mixed with bran. At the first symp-
toms of the disease the animal should be
relieved from work and carefully blanketed.
Tha mouth aud nostrils should bo sponged
several times during7 the ""day with "tepid
water, and tha advice of a competent vet-

erinary surgeon had as soon as possible.
"Where surgical advice cannot be immedi-

ately procured, must?,rd poultices may ba
applied to the outslda of the throat and
small doses of aconite belladonna or other
similar medicines administered internally.

FINANCIAL MATTERS.

The New York Fost, an administration
organ, discusses in its Issue of the 2d ins
the Government paper money inflation,
shown by the debt sta'ement to be $4,5GG,- -
704, as follows:

"There were rumors a month ago that
the Treasury Department at Washington, in
the absence ot 3Ir. lioutwell, bad taken tho
responsibility of issuing four or five mil
lions of greenbacks tor the purpose, it is a
sumed, of easing the money market. The
monthly statement of the Treasury cou- -
hrms these rumors, as tho amount of legal
lender notej in circulation is reported to be
$3G0,652,81G.o0, whereas tha amount
regularly reported under that
head, for the last four years,
has been $350,000,000, thus showing au
increase of the public debt and an inflation
of the paper currency of the country to the
amount of more than four miUious of dol-

lars. That this was done in Mr. Boutweli's
absence from Washington h certain; that
it is contrary to his financial policy as Sic-ieta- ry

of tha Treasury is equally well
known, and there is much reason for sup-
posing it was doue, not only without his
authority, but contrary to his wishes aud
without his approbation. It is to be earn-
estly hoped tbat that is the fact.

"Wo do not know, though we caa con-j-ctu-

the ground of argument relied
upon to defend this act of tha Treasury
Department. Whatever authority for it
can be found in law. whether doubtful or
otherwise, wo presume Congress will at-
tend to on its reassembling. No possible
pretense of authority for an inflation of
the currency and flooding the country with
irredeemable paper dollars should be al-

lowed to exist upon the Matuto book. If
the Secretary cf tha Treasury cau ii.uo
fiva millions under tho assumed
authority of law, ha can, by the same law,
issue forty millions more. The exercise of
such a power, we tbink, would bo disas-
trous: but we want some better safeguard
against it than arguments, however cogent,
against intrusting any one man with power
so euoimous, or that may pi ove, however
conclusively, that the exercise of such
power will be to the hst degree disastrous
to the interests of the rountry.

"How dangerous a power it is wo see al-

ready in the issue meroly of this four aud a
half millions. The public was not advised
of any such proposed action, though there
is good reason to suppiso that individuals
were. These fortunaUs persons were ena-
bled to piepare, to their uwn gain, for the
inevitable change of values which such an
addition to tho currency of the country
would instantaneously bring about, v bile
the general commercinl public, without the
knowledge, must just so Inevitably suffer

from that change. Whatever authority of
law there may be, or assumed authority
for, the increase of legal tenders to
$400,000,000, there 'certainly Is none
wnicn authorizes, tho secretary to use
this1 power secretly to the immense
benefit of a few and to the iniury and pos
sible ruin of the many. A 'tidal wave' of
paper money to be paid for by lnjary to
our credit abroad in a depression of tha
price of all American securities In other
countries, and by the enhancement of the
price of every thiDff in oar own. Is bad
enough at best, but, to permit it to come
upon us unannounced ana unexpeciea, 13 a
wrong that amounts to absolute cruelty.
This feature of the case, in the new issue
of legal tenders, is utterly Indefensible and
even alarming, and it is fortunato that we
are, so near the of Congress,
when, wa have no doubt tho subject will
command immediato attenUon."
